The Baker City ordinance, long | 


hailed as a model which has suc- 
cessfully curbed juvenile crime, 
bases its conditions entirely on 
the parental responsibility clause. 

“It shall be unlawful for ‘any 
person to wilfully do any act 
which causes or ténds to cause any 
child under the age of 18 to be-

Picking And Sorting 


Will Replace Citrus 


Thousands of California workers 
face loss of their jobs in the cit- 
rus industry because of modern 
improvements. There fate is even 
now being decided by engineers and 
scientists, 

Progress of several experimental 
projects reveals that new ma- 
chines will soon be replacing men 
and women, not only in the pack- 
ing houses but in field work. 

For example there is a picking 
machine, It’s already in the work- 
ing model stage and is being test- 
ed. The machine is designed so 
that a picker can pick fruit with- 
out a ladder and takes the fruit 
from the picker to the ground au- 
tomatically. If this machine is 
successful it will eliminate the use 
of sacks and will save 40 percent 
of the picker’s time. 

Six Other Projects 

Report on the picking machine 
was made this week in a survey 
from the Ventura county citrus 
growers committee, which also re- 
vealed that six other labor saving 
projects are already completed or 
underway. 

The réport reveals a study is 


being made on the bulk handling of 
fruit by the Coastal Lemon Associ- 
ation. In this project, fruit is not 
placed in field boxes when picked 
but loaded in a truck with convey- 
or belts and transported to the 
packing houses in bulk. A sub- 
stantial savings in handling costs 
is indicated but the study is also 
determining the effects of bulk 
handling on fruit condition. 
Working Models 

While all but one of the projects 
are in the experimental stage, 
several of them have advanced to 
the point of manufacture of actual 
working models for final testing. 
The projects cover phases of hand- 
ling beth oranges and lemons. 

The device already under com- 
mercial construction is a lemon 
sampling machine which has 
proved accurate in the determin- 
ation of lemon quality in field 
lots. Eliminating the element of 
human error entirely, the Ismon 
sampler does the work automatic- 
ally, resulting in precision pro- 
tection cf grower equities.

"Our pairpose,” he added, ‘is 


to exterminate or capture the 
bandits, and ta the extent this 
fails, to’ drive them’ to their 
friends across the bor ers and 
keep them there.

The behavior ot 
these countries is an internsa- 
tional matter. 

“This is not a civil war,” he 
continued.

“An early termination of the 
war,” he concluted, “does not 
depend upon a normal ratio of 
army versus enem; troops. We 
must consider the wide extent 
of the spaces where they are 
operating, the nature of the 
terrain and their form of war- 
fare, and the necessity to ex- 
terminate or captur: enough of 
them to exhaust their reserves 
At the same time, our forces
